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Reasons for Allowance 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention directs to a method of using tyramide enzymatic amplification to 
measure intracellular analyte in a test sample. No prior art teaches or fairly suggests use 
of a tyramide in a high serum concentration, e.g. at least equal to the presence of 10% 
fetal bovine serum, together with an isotype/subtype negative control, to increase the 
detection signal at least 10-folf greater than conventional standard flow cytometry. The 
closest prior art is the reference of Karkmann et al. (J Immu. Methods 1999 230: 113). 
However, Karkmann et al. use a very low serum, i.e. 0.5 %, and no specific 
isotype/subtype negative control. Therefore, the instant invention provides an 
unexpected result, i.e. more than 10-fold sensitivity with respect to the prior art teachings.
